H o w ­ 
ever, th e greater part of w h e a t 
threshing is done. 
Thomas Cain, 
manager of the Arnold Farmers* 
Elevator Co. 
and 
the 
Orleans 
Farmers’ Grain Co., said y e ste r­ 
day that both of these 
elevators 
are full and have been so for a 
number of days. 
The situation 
seems to be about the same with 
all the elevators on tho W abash. 
Mr. Cain was able to secure one 
car for Arnold yesterday, m ainly 
because the elevator there 
wras 
carrying four or 
five 
thousand 
bushels of wheat above its n o r ­ 
mal capacity. 
The railroad offi­ 
cials explained that just at p re s­ 
ent the 
railroad 
administration 
considers it a dangerous m a tt e r 
to load a large amount of wheat, 
even if the cars are available. The 
freight service has been so in t e r ­ 
rupted t h a t to load a great n u m ­ 
ber of cars with wheat means an 
extra hazard for the railroad in 
possible losses by fire or losses 
which a re the result of delays in 
transportation. 
Loaded cars of wheat set out 
in the railroad switch yards for 
days are subject to greater possi­ 
bilities of loss 
than 
like cars 
which a re moved forward prom pt­ 
ly from the place of origin to tne 
market. 
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Tho old elevator structure at 
Arnold has a capacity of 13,000 
or 14,000 bushels and this ca­ 
pacity was m ore than doubled re­ 
cently by the building of a co n ­ 
crete tower. 
This is a circular 
structure which bas the a p p e a r ­ 
ance of a silo.

S. Grain corporation is now al­ 
lowing elevator men 7-20 of a 
'cent per 
week 
per 
bushel on 
wheat in storage because of the 
delay in transportation. This de­ 
lay is causing the elevator o p e r a ­ 
tors to carry the shrinkage on the
